The side member is 
disclosed as attached to the balloon in the claims of Wilson and in other embodiments. For this reason, the Examienr asserts that the fixed 
attachment of the side member to the balloon catheter is implied and inherent. Furthermore, the location of radiopaque markers is 
rendered obvious by the secondary references. In other words, the Examiner asserts that the mere placement of radiopaque markers in 
the claimed positions would have been considered prima facie obvious to an ordinary artisan. The Applicant has failed to point out why the 
particular locations would not have been obvious. 
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
